the Lords of His Majeſties Councell : and although they 
ſhould wickedly forſweare themſelves , yet it may herein do 
good, to make them knowne to be falſe and perjured;; to thoſe 
who 1mploy them, and thereby bring them into as liltle credit 
with them'as with us. . That His Majeſty may have cauſe to be 
1 Jove with good Counſell and good men, by ſhewing him in 
an humble and durifull manner, how full of advantage it would 
be to. himſclte, toſce his own eſtate ſetled in a plentiful conditt< 
on to ſupport his honour , to ſee his people united in ways of 
duty to-him, and endeavours of the publique'good ; to ſee hap- 
pineſſe, wealth, peace and ſafety derived to his own Kingdome, 
and procured to his Allies, by the influence of of liis own power 
and government,. Thar all good courſes may be taken to nnite 
the two Kingdomes of England and Scotland, to bee mutually 
ayding and aſſiſting of one another for the common/good of the 
Hand, and honour of both, Co EE.
